FINDINGS

• No single cause that resulted in Abu 
Ghraib abuse.

• The primary causes of the detainee abuse 
were individual misconduct, a lack of 
discipline, and leadership failure.

• Vast majority of Soldiers perform their 
duties appropriately, honorably, and in 
accordance with law and regulation.

• Ghost Detainees.
